MIGHTY JAP ARMY 
CLOSE UPON MUKDEN. 


Direct Contradiction of Russian Official 
_ News Surprises St. Petersburg. 


Japanese Advancing With Eight and Possibly Nine 

Divisions, and Battle is Imminent—All Russia 
| ously Awaiting Informatio n from Port Arthur, W here 

General Storming is Reported as Having Begun. 


UKDEN, Sept. 20.—[By Asiatic 
Mi cadie A battle is imminent. 

The Japanese are advancing with 
eight and possibly nine divisions. 

The crops of tall millet have been 
harvested, affording a better field over 
which to fire on the flat plains. 

The river Hun is the direct front 
of the Russian army. 

HOW DID IT HAPPEN? 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.™)} 
ST. PETERSBURG, b»pt. 21, 1:05 a. 
m The sensational announcement 
that Gen Kuroki has crossed the Hun 
River anopposed and that the whole 
Japanese army is advancing upon 
Mikden ts overshadowed by enxiety 
for Port Arthur. 

Moreover, the announcement relative 
to Kuroki does not receive complete 
credence here, as being in direct oon- 
tradiction to official news issued by 
th» General Staff. Gen. Kouropatk!in 
announced only two days ago that 
there was not a single Japanese cact of 
Bent zie putze. 

How, it is asked, could Gen. Kuroki 
with 100,000 men siip past Gen. Ren- 
nenkampff's Cossacks and cfoss the 
Hun River near the Fukshan coal 
mines, thirty miles east of Mukden. 

Fukshan is situated on the road 
from Bentziaputze, where Gen. Kuro- 
ki crossed the Taitse River. This 
road ts carefully watebed by Gen. 
Kouropatkin's outposts between Muk- 
den and Siasintin. 

A strong guard has been placed at 
the Fukshan mines, w Gen. Kouro- 
patkin will not give without « 
struggle. as the loss of the mines 
would involve cutting off the coal 
supply for the whole menenes: rail- 
way. 

Nevertheless, it Is more 
dowbtful if Gen. Kouropatkin 

will "make a decisive stand south of 
Tie Pass. 
CAPTURE TWO FORTS. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—-A 

| SHANGHAI, Sept. 20.—The general

morning.

AUTHORITATIVE © INFORMATION. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—A.M.) 

CHEFOO, Sept. 20; 5:30 p.m.—Au- 
thoritative information has been re- 
ceived here of a general attack fpon 
Port Arthur by the Japanese forces, 
whieh bekan yesterday before day- 
break and continued until dark. 

All indications point to an effort to 
capture certain of the northeast main 
forts. This is the attack for which 
the Japanese have been preparing for 
the past nineteen days. 

As forecasted in these dispatches, 
the Japanese attack on Port Arthur is 
directed against the northeast front. 
The main object is to capture the for- 
tifications on Kikwan Mountain, 
Rixlung Mountain and the intermed!- 
ate forts. 

The foregoing comes from a Rus- 
sian of standing whose previous in- 
formation has been correct. He adds 
that the attack at the end of August, 
which was reported as two separate 
assaults, really constituted a ten days’ 
battle, the fighting being the heaviest 
during the first three days and the 
last four days of that period. 

Although the Japanese retired Au- 
gust 31 along the greater part of their 
line, they remained in four supple- 
mentary forts on the northeast front, 
which they had captured from the 
Russians. These include two forts 
fifty yards from Rixlung Mountain 
and two others at a somewhat greater 
distance. — 

Since August 31, the Japanese ha 
bombarded very slightly, 
Russians have been throwing approxi- 
mately 1000 shells daily, chiefly 
against the four Japanese positions 
mentioned. Small sorties, as referred 
to by the Novikral of Port Arthur, in 
efforts to recapturé the positions, 
have been of almost nightly occur- 
rence and have been uniformly un- 
successful. 

The Japanese have been taught 
wholesome respect for the resisting 
power of the fortress, according to 
every Japanese who has recently ar- 
rived here from Port Dalny. If they 
succeed in capturing Rixlung, or oth- 
er forts, they will realize that this 
will be only one step, although an im- 
portant one, toward the capture of 
Port Arthur. The Russians, who 
have been observing the new tactics 
of the Japanese, did not expect an- 
other attack before the first week in 
The Japanese are proceed- 
ing slowly but surely.

TWO ATTACKS REPELLED. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—a.M.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 20.— 
Livut.-Gen. Stoessel, commanding the 
Russian military forces at Port 
Artimur, reports by telegraph that on 
the night of September 16 the garrison 
repelied two attacks on the redoubt 
protecting the water works. 

The text of General Stoessel'’s dis- 
patch is as follows: 

“Por Arthur, Sept. 16.—-The enemy 
continues daily to bombard the forts 
ani batteries inside the fortress, but 
sti without showing any great 
activity. 

“The wounded are recovering and 
eager to resume their places in the 
ranks. They are heroes. 

“The troops are in excellent spirits. 
yY “At about 3 o'clock this morning, 
(September 16,) at least one Japanese 
battalion attacked the redoubt pro- 


tecting the water works. The garri- 
son of the redoubt repu the attack, 
but the enemy  recel rein force- 


ments and renewed the attack after 
half en bour.

STRONG JAPANESE POSITION. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 20.—The 
following dispatch has been received 
from Gen. Kouropatkin: 

“The reconnoiasance made Septem- 
ber 17 established the fact that the 
Japanese position at Bentsiaputze is 
strongly held by a brigade with guns. 
There was no enemy east of Bentsia- 
putze, tert Japanese reinforcements 
arrived September 18 in the vicinity of 
that Village. Large Japanese forces 
from Liao Yang have already crossed 
to the right bank of the Taitse River. 
A Cossack patro! attacked a Japanese 
convoy west of Bentsiaputze and 
captured thirty horses with their 
loads.” 


MATTER OF CONTRABAND. 
POSITION IN DECISIONS. 

(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESB—P.M.)} 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 21, 12:45 
a. m.—[By Atlantic Cable.) Russia's 
position on the matter of contraband 
of war will be officially promulgated 
in the form of decisions of the Ad- 
miralty court in the cases of the Cal- 
chas, Arabia and Allantown when 
they come up om appeal. Professor de 
Martens, president of the commission 
which decided what should constitute 
contraband according to Russian 
views, will appear on behalf of the 
government, thus practically insuring 
the acceptance of the principles formu- 
lated by the commission. As he will 
be in possession of the American and 
British notes the contentions of those 
governments will be practically be- 
fore the court. 

Russia’s position has been stated to 
the Associated Press as follows: 
“Russia does not desire to interfere 
with the United States’ legitimate 
commerce with Japan, but she has the. 
right to and must protect herself as 
far as possible against shipments 
which may aid the efiemy in prosecut- 
ing the war.” 


CHEER UP, PETER. 


Czar Writes Very Friendly Letter to 
Servian Monarch, About to be 
Crowned at Belgrade. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
BELGRADE (Servia) Sept. 20.— 
[By Atlantic Cable.] King Peter has 
received a personal letter from Em- 
peror Nicholas, written in a very 

friendly tone. 

The representative of Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria at the coronation 
of King Peter here tomorrow arrived 
at Belgrade today, accompanied by 
400 Bulgarians.

FREE THINKERS MEET. 
Over Five Thousand Delegates Assem- 
ble at Rome from Various Parts 
of the World. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

ROME, Sept. 20.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] The Congress of Free Think- 
ers assembled here today at the Ro- 
man college erected by Pope Gregory 
XIIL... The event assumed special im- 
portance, this being the anniversary 
of the fall of the temporal power of 
the Popes and also on account of 
the recent Franco-Vatican conflict. 
There were over five thousand dele- 
gates present, the. Frenchmen alone 
numbering about one thousand. Ten 
delegates came from America, includ- 
ing Dr. M. D. Conway of New York, 
representing the secular society of 
the United States; Dr. J. B. Wilson 
of Cincinnati and Prof.M. M. Manga- 
sarian of Chicago. 

Ptof. Segi presided and delivered an 
address, which was warmly applaud- 
ed, glorifying the triumphs of science 
over superstition. 

Prof. Haeckel of Jenauvy brought 
the greetings of the German free 
thinkers. 

Prof. Berthelot, the Fren¢h scientist 
who is ill, sent an address, which was 
read to the congress. 

Dr. Henry Maudsley was appointed 
honorary president for England, Prof. 
Haeckel honorary president for Ger- 
many, Prof. Berthelot for France, 
Prof. Salmeron, the Spanish repre- 
sentation leader, for Spain, and Prof. 
Ardigo Lombroso for Italy. 

When the elections were concluded, 
the delegates marched in procession 
to the walls of Rome and hung 
wreaths on the spot where the Italian 
troops made a breach and 
the city in 1870. 

AGAINST “SATANIC CONGRESS.”

GET AROUND IMMIGRATION LAW. 


CHINESE WOMEN MAY COME IN. 
(BY THE ASSOVIATCD PRESS—A.M.) 

PORTLAND (Or.) Sept, 20.—Accord- 
ing to the Telegram, a decision ren- 
dered by United States Commissioner 
Staden yesterday in the case of Doe 
Gum Yip, a Chinese woman held for 
deportation, will throw open the doors 
of immigration to celestial women, 
without number so long as the woman 
marines a regulariy admitted Chinese 
after arrival. 

The Yip woman was charged with 
being illegally. within the United 
Siates. After her arrest she married 
Wong Ti Fook, according to the laws 
of the United States, and this, accord- 

g to Commissioner Staden’s decision, 
ntitles her to a residence in this coun- 
try, even though, as the commissioner 
expresses it, he was certain the mar- 
riage had been performed fer the pur 
pose of enabling the woman’ to reinain 
in this country. So long ag such mar- 
riages conform with the marriage laws 
of the United States, the woman is not 
liable to deportation. 

SURPRISE AT WASHINGTON.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Immigra- 
tion officials in Washington tonight ex- 
pressed much surprise when told of the

quito—Citrus Groves for 
Experiment. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, 
Sept. 19.—The insinuating mosquito is 
to De placed again under the glare of 
the lamp of learning. In order to inves- 
tigate thoroughly the habits of that in- 
sect, which has come to be so serious a 
bar to-the comfort of the inhabitants of 
certain sections of the SBtate, Prof. 
Charlies W. Woodworth and his class 
in entomological research have ‘made 
weekly visits during the term to the 
breeding places of the ingect at Bur- 
lingame. A preliminary study of the 
mosquito's migration and habits is be- 
ing made during the visits with a view 
to attempting the complete extermina- 
tion of the pest in the coming spring. 

Citrus orchards in the vicinity of Riv- 
erside to the extent of 100 acres have 
been loaned to the university for in- 
vestigating the problem of the fertiii- 
zation of citrus frults. This will un- 
doubtediy be but the beginning of an 
extensive siudy of orange culture in 
ne by tha Agricultural Depart- 

In five years the number of students 
at the university has increased nearly 
one-fourth, according to the latest com- 
pilation by the recorder’s office, Twen- 
ty-four hundred and fifty-five studenis 
have registered to date this year, ay 
against 2002 at a similar date in 1900. 


At the corresponding date of last year 
the number was 2392. It is expected 
that further registrations between now 
and the end of the year will amount 
to not less than 300, which will make 
a total for 1904-05 of 2755. Of the stu- 
dents who have registered thus far 
this year, 846 are newcomers at the 
university.

TWO MEN PAINFULLY INJURED 
F AT BREWERY FURNACE. 


Burning Oi! Suddenly Spouts from 
Under Boilers, and Engineer With 
Bunch of Waste and Presence of 
Mind Rushes to the Rescue and 
Saves Lives. 


NVELOPED IN 
BLAZE OF OIL. 


Frank Rademacher, chief engineer of 
the Maier & Zobelein brewery, and 
Joseph Costello, an engineer's helper, 
narrowiy escaped a horrible deaiu in 
the engine-room of the brewery on 
Commercial] street yesterday afternco:: 
about 5 o'clock. As a result of the 
accident sustained each of these men 
is severely burned about the face, chest 
and arms, but the physicians in attend- 
afce express the belief that both will 
recover. 

The accident was caused by burning 
oi] flaring @ut Of the furnace under 
a set of new boilers which were being 
tested. and enveloping the two men, 
who were directiy in front of the fur- 
nace doors intently watching the prog- 
ress of the tests. That soth men are 
not dead is doubtiess due to the prompt 
action of Engineer J. F. darrison, who 
rushed te their help with a large arm- 
ful of “waste.” shreds of cotton which 
are used for the wiping and packing 
of machinery, and with this amother- 
ing the fire and sweeping away tl 
burning oil 

The men were at once carried to the 
office of the brewery. and there Dr. 
Mole dressed the burns. Later they 
were conveyed to their homes. At @ 
late hour mat night both were sani 
ed resting easily, and there ‘s good 
reason to believe they Will recover. 

May changes have been in 
for some months past at the Maier & 
Zobetein brewery, and among theses 
was the installation of considerable 
new machinery. Mr. Rademacher has 
been chief engineer for several years, 
and of course was much interested mh 
the test of the new boilers. He took 
charge of the work himself and se- 
lected young Joe Costello as a helper 
for the afternoon. 

Just what was the difficulty that 
cauveed the accident has not been as- 

certained. The first notice to the men 
on shift of any trouble were the 
shrieks of the two men. who were 
suddenly enveimped in the flame that 
burst from the furndce door. Engineer 
Harrison with great presence of mind 
at once grasped a iarge bunch of cot- 
ton waste and rushed to their relief. 

Mr. Rademacher is*the worse burned 

of the two. His face. arms, neck and 
chest all caught the biazing oil. Strips 
of his flesh were torn away with the 
garments as they were removed. 
Cortello was burned about the chest 
and arms, but his face was injured 
only slightly. 
Mr. Rademacher is a married man. 
and ltves at No. 814 Vernon avenue. 
He hes long been connected with tue 
Maier & Zobeiein brewery and is also 
one of the stockhoiwers in the con- 
cern. Joe Costello is a single man. 
without famiiy here. and last night was 
in the care of strangers.

THE KRATZ CASE. 
WORST MYSTERY OF ALL. 
Most mysterious of all is the disap- 
pearance of Albert C. Kratz Did he. 
on the night of Thursday, September 
1b, commit suicide in the sea at Long 
Beach? Was he drowned there by ac- 
cident’ Did he don a bathing suit 
merely as a pretense, and then disap- 

pear under cover of night, in order to 
lose his identity through a 

death and so escape prosecution in San 
Francisco for feiony embezzlement? 
Will the sea give up his corpse’? Will 
he be found, a fugitive, and surren- 
dered to the law’? will no trace of 
bim ever be discgvered? 

These are questions that, each in 
turn, are puzziing a number of peo- 
ple. and just now are being inquired 
into by direction of the judge of the 
Superior Court in which the mitsing 
man is docketed to appear for trial 
next Monday. September 26. 

Albert C. Kratz is—assuming that 
he sti lives—the eldest son of Val- 
entine Kratz, president and treasurer 
of the AUlas Milling Company, a well- 
known flouring concern of Los Angeles. 
He is 43 years old, about 5 feet and 
& inches in height. weighs approxi- 
mately 175 pounds, hair dark and ciose- 
cropped, smooth face ana gray eyes; 
merry disposition, much given to jok- 
ing and hearty laughter, widower, with 
two sons—V alentine, aged and Bari, 
aged 1%. 

Having suffered reverses —_ 
ness, Albert Kratz was worki 
general hand in the mill at Fifth oan 
San Pedro streets, of which his father 
is president. His wages were $12.50 a 
day, and he is not known to uave had 
any other financial resources. With

Then William Kratz and a _ close 
business friend of his named Donandt, 
in whom he had entire confidence, ‘or- 
ganized the Donandt-Kratz Commis- 
sion Company, and as such took over 
the San Francisco of the Atlas 
Milling Company. 
At the same time, or soon after- 
ward, the Atlas company sold out its 
mill at McMinnville, and Albert Kratz 
was thrown out of employment. 
The bill of agreement by which the 
Atlas Milling Company transferred its 
San Franc business 


stipulated that the Donandt-Kratsz 
company should pay to the Atlas 
company of then 


lected accounts, and should pey a 
note for $10,000 that the Atlas Company 
had borrowed from a San Francisco 


k. 
Neither of these obligations was car- 
ried out. Only the interes, on the $10.- 
000 note was paid, from time to time, 
and the ampunt of the outstanding ac- 
counts Was not remitted. 
Albert Kratz owned $13,900—odd stock 
in the Atias Milling Company. at 
Angeles. After the sale of the c- 
Minnville mill his father suggested to 
him that he buy an interest in the 
Donandt-Kratz Company, inasmuch as 
he was out of employment. He decided 
to do so, and did it in this way: 
He deeded to the Atlas Milling Com- 
pany his $13,000-odd stock. In return 
the Atias Milling Company deeded to 
him its claim en the Donandt-Kratz 
Commission Company for $10,000 (un- 
paid note) and ad unpaid San 
Francisco accounts.

FALSE SET OF BOOKS.

AL THE CITY HALL, 
OWTON GOES 


INTO COUNCIL. 


ADMITS HIS IDENTITY, CONFES- 
SES ASSUMED NAME. 


Hypno-electrician and Exposed 
Spook Doctor Humiliatingly Ac- 
knowledges He Used Two Names 
and Was Elected Under One Made by 
Himself—His Followers Crestfalien. 


Dr. Arthur D. Houghton, to obtain 2 
teat in the City Council, last night ad- 
mitted, when placed on the grill by 
Councilman Todd, that he had lied 
about his name and record, and that 
The Times had told the truth. 

“H-o-w-t-o-n is the phonetic way of 
name—the short way. 
H-o-u-g-h-t-o-n is the name which | 
am now using and intend hereafter in 
the future always to give as my name,” 


is the confession he made on the floor 


of the Council chamber. 

This confession was elicited only 
when Counciiman Todd had declered 
that he would never vote to seat him 
in the Council] until he gave some 2x- 
planation of why he was now traveling 
under an assumed name. 

Just a week ago, the spook doctor 
was denouncing from platforms at po- 
litical meetings in the Sixth Ward the 
statement published in The Times a 
he had formerly borne the name of Ar- 
thur Howton, as a malicious falsehood. 

A dispatch received yesterday by The 
Times from Chicago showed that “Ar- 
thur Howton” was naturalized in che 
United States Circuit Court there March 
21, 1892. It was only on confession by 
the spook doctor that he was the person 
named, and that he had been elected 
to the City Council under an assumed 
name that the Council instructed the 
City Clerk to issue to the hypno-elec- 
trician a certificate of election. 

Attorney Walter Haas, im behalf of 
Councilman Davenport, protested to the 
seating of Howton under an assumed 
name. He aiso made protest on statu- 
tory grounds against the canvass of 
the vote of* last Friday's special elec- 


tion. 

Howton's break-down and confession 
under cross-examination was the last of 
a number of dramatic scenes that char- 
acterized the day at the City Hall. 

NO MORNING QUORUM. 

When the Council met at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning there was no quo- 
rum. Councilman Kern moved that the 
Council adjourn until 2 o'clock in ine 
ye wen and that the Chief of Police. 

instructed to bring the missing mem-. 
bers to the Council chamber. 

Bowen, McAleer, Davenport and Nof- 
ziger were the missing ones. Bowen in 
his capacity of acting Mayor, could not 
take part in the Council session. Mc- 
Aleer was in St. Louis, Nofziger was 
in Riverside, and Daver~ort was at one 
of the seaside resorts. 

Promptly at 2 o'clock five Coungil- 
men were on hand, but the one more 
necessary to make a quorum was miss- 
ing. Again adjournment was taken, 
this time until 6 o'clock in the evening. 

Meanwhile wires between Los An- 
geles and Chicago were kept hot with 
messages inquiring as to whether Ar- 


thur Howton ever been naturalized 
in Cook county. 
The spook tor had admitted in 


the morning that the name of “Arthur

PROTEST MADE. 

When the Council met at 6 o'clock in 
the evening six miembers were pres- 
ent. Motion was immediately made

Houghton, Howton, or Arthur, for he 
oe been known by all these names and 
titles, silpped into the Council cham- 
ber and took his seat in the chair re- 
served for the sergeant-at-arms. Fe 
was accompanied by his legal adviser 
and general counsellor, “Ei Hutch." 

Former City Attornesy Walter Haas 
had filed with the clerk of the Councii 
a written protest against the canvass 
of the vote for the special election on 
Statutory grouads. The protest cov- 
ered the main points raised in argu- 
ment of the injunction application pbe- 
fore Judge Oster—with the additional 
one that Mr. Ho ton was not an 
American citizen.

of the Code of Civil Procedure, also 
section 1083. 

Adjournment was here taken until 
8:30 p.m, 


GETTING TO THE POINT. 

When the Council reassembled Mr. 
Skilling said that the question was 
purely a legal point, and that he should 
like to hear from the City Attorney. 

Mr. Mathews came in and said: 
“The way that I look at this proceed- 
ing is that we are not under the rules 
of evidence laid down by either of the 
decisions referred to. This body is not 
competent tu pass upon a legal question 
requiring a knowledge of the law, and 
I do not know of any book or authority 
that the Council, in the exercise of these 
charter powers, must be governed by 
the rules of evidence. 

Mr. Haas here said: ‘I do not want 
to contradict you, but I think that sec- 
tion 2301 covers that, and Mr. Haas read 
from the code: 

“The question is the eligibility of Mr. 
Houghton,” he went on, “in regard to 
his naturalization. Before he is eligible 
to a seat in this Council he must be 
either a native-born or a naturalized 
citizen, and the Council itself passes 
upon that question. In that behalf you 
act as a judicial body, and you are 
called upon to determine; and you are 
confined to just the same rules of evi- 
dence as a court. Why should a court 


proof ¢han this Council, especially 
where the law so provides? We say 
again that if Mr. Houghton is able to 
show that he is a citizen, the law points 
out the method of showing that fact; 
and there has no reason yet been placed 
before you why he has not shown it. 
We insist that the law be followed in 
that effect.” 

Mr. Mathews replied: 
that the rule is applicable only on a 
proceeding before a court or a body 
acting like a court, like a referee ap- 
pointed by a court.” 

After a short argument pro and con 
the City Attorney said that in the mat- 
ter of ordering the issuance of a certifi- 
cate of election to Mr. Houghton the 
courts could take the subject up, rv 
matter which way it was decided. In 
answer to a query from Nofziger, lhi« 
Ssuiki that the Councilmen had a right tv 
satiety themselves as to whether 
Houghton was a citizen before order- 
ing the issuance of papers. 

At this point. Mr. Haas said that he 
should like to see a certain telegram 
which had been offered as evidence 
earlier in the evening, but which had 
suddenly disappeared. 

“Fl Hutch” objected. This was a

It would be ma- 
terial, Mr. Houghton, so far as I am 
personally concerned. If you say your 
name is Howton, all I want to know 
is how you Spell it. 

Attorney Haas interrupted: May : 
read the document that has been 
handed here as a telegram? I suppose !t 
is authentic? 

The chairman nodded, and Mr. Haas 
réad a telegram from Chicago, saying: 
“Records of the Circuit Court show 
that Arthur Howton took out natvurall- 
zation papers here March 21, 1892.” 

“I presume that is the telegram that 
has been mentioned.” said Haas. “I 
submit that fs no evidence that Mr. 
Arthur Houghton is naturalized.” 

“May I answer that?” asked the 
spook doctor. “H-o-w-t-o-n is the pho- 
netic way of spelling my name—the 
short way.” 

Todd: Did you when you were natur- 
alized, spell your name H-o-w-t-o-n?” 
' Howton: I did, sir. 

Todd: And you changed your name 
since to H-o-u-g-h-t-o-n” 

Howton: I don't consider it changed. 
One is the phonetic way and the other 
is the way to spell it out In full, used 
by the old English branch of our fam- 
ily. 

Haas: When did you adopt the spe!!- 
ing of Houghton’ 

Howton: I have used one as a pen 
name, and the other as my regular 
name for a long time. 

Haas: Knowing you were naturalized 
undér the name of H-o-w-t-o-n, why 
were you not nominated under that 
hame, and why was your name not 
so placed on the ticket? 

Howton: Because H-o-u-g-h-t-o-n is 
the name which I am now .and intend 
hereafter in the future always to give 
as my name. I am the same man and 


the man who registered under that 
name. 
DECLARED ELECTED. 
Skilling then said: “It has been the 


policy of this Council ever since the 
beginning to pay no attention to wb- 
stacies in the way of “recall” proceeda- 
ings, and I believe that it is poor poticy 
to inject any technicality at this time. If 
there is a technicality which bars Dr. 
Houghton from taking his seat, the 
proper place to settle that is in the 
courts. Therefore, I move you that this 
Council declare Dr. Houghton elected ss 
Counciiman from the Sixth Ward, and 
instruct the City Clerk to issue the 
necessary certificate.” 

Nofziger seconded the motion and the 
vote was unanimous. 

But there were no cheers from the 
lobby. Howton’s abject confession of 
all that he had denied during the reca!l 
campaign was too much even for his 
most fanatical supporters. 

But the fact remains that the natur- 
alized Eng)ishma Arthur Howton, 
who tried to commit suicide in San 
Francisco in the spring of 1894 because 
@ sjsier of “Arizona Charlie’ refused 
to marry him; who created a scene on 
the midway at the Midwinter Fair by 
making jove to the snake charmer, who 
was ordained a minister of the Spir- 
itualist church, and under the name 
of Rev. Prof, Arthur Howton, was ex- 
posed in Los Angeles in 1894 as a fake 
spiritualist medium; who in the sum- 
mer of 1895. passed in Denver, Colo., 
as “Prof. Arthur, the celebrated hyp- 
notist,” has been elected to the Coun- 
cil from the Sixth Ward under the as- 
sumed name of Dr. Arthur D. Hough- 
ton,

BOARD OF HEALTH. 
NURSE FOR SCHOOLS. 

The Board of Health last night in- 
structed the Health Officer to appoint a 
nurse for the public schools. The ac- 
tion was taken in compiiance with the 
ordinance passed by the Council cre- 
ating the position of trained nurse for 
the schools, The appointment made by 
Dr. Powers will be temporary. The or- 
dinance provides that the person ap- 
pointed shall receive a salary of $75 a 
month, and that she shall give al! of 
her time to the discharge of her duties. 

it is planned that the nurse shall visit 
each of the schools in turn. 

The question of allowing the City 
Bacteriologist extra pay for a period of 
several months, aggregating $212.50, was 
discussed, but a tie vote prevented any 
action being taken. 

The City Bacteriologist submitted a 
lengthy report upon tests she has been 
making of water from various places 
along the domestic system, She reports 
that the water at the well near Elysian 
Park is not so free from contamination 
as when the last test was made. Dr. 
Powers said that the conditions above 
the wells in the river bottom are very 
bad. There is a large pigeon establish- 
ment near the river bottom, and there 
are cholo camps farther up. The water, 
however, percolates through the soi! fer 
some distance before it is pumped. Con- 
siderable discussion was indulged in us 
to some line of action the board could 
take to prevent these nuisances, but nv 
definite course was mapped out. 

ere was also much discussion in 
regard to impure milk that is being 
sold here. Many schemes to curtal!l! the 
sale of bad milk were discussed, but no 
action was taken. 

The board ordered that $11 be de- 
ducted from the garbage contractors’ 
demand for the month for failure io 
make the required collections of garb- 
age.

MUCH LIQUOR BUSINESS. 
The Police Commission had a busy 
session yesterday. Long before time for 
business the Mayor's outer office was 
filled with interested spectators. Among 
them were many representative of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union,

ate at East Sixteenth and San Pedro

Rev. Robert Fisher, pastor of the

Mustachia’s attto- 
ney tried to convince the commission- 
ers that the place would not in any 
manner be detrimental to property 
owners and residents.

The petition for the license 
was denied. 

The Edward Germain Wine Company 
was granted permission to trausfer 
its wholesale establishment from No. 
399 South Los Angeles street to South 
Main street, between Sixth and Sev- 
enth. The privilege was only given af- 
ter a hard fight. Oscar Lawler ap- 
peared for the petitioners and Ander- 
son & Anderson for ‘the protestants. 
During the controversy it was brought 


out that some of the sign- 
ers to the protest against grant- 
ing the permit are interested § in 


the liquor business, Lawlef maintained 
that the wholesale business is an 
“eminently respectable business,” and 
declared that the saloons and whole- 
Sale houses were responsible in a 
large measure for building up Main 
siree(. 

Two wholesale liquor licenses were 
revoked, those of Ralph FE. Skinner, 
No. 118 East Fifth sireet, and the 
Heinzemann Drug Store, No. 861 South 
Spring street. Both are charged with 
selling intoxicants at retail. 

The Southern California Commercial! 
Company was granted a wholesale 
liquor license for No. 112 Commercial! 
street, and B. Nesa was given per- 
mission to change the location of ‘his 
wholesale establishment from No. 1804 
tc 1816 Bast Ninth street. 

Henry Brothers were given a per- 
mit to conduct a billiard hall for men 
and women in the new Huntington 
building on Sixth and Main streets, 
and K. Nakayama to operate a pool 
room at No. 319 East First street. 

Bartolo Ballerino, the notorious for- 
mer “crib king.”” was given permis- 
sion to open a billiard hall at No. 406 
North Los Angeles street. 

The application of the Sun Drug 
Company for permission to do a 
wholesale liquor business at Sixth 
street and Broadway was granted. 

A permit was given D. S. Reynolds 
to conduct a billiard parlor at No. 
1120 Kart Seventh street, and Morris 
Boisserani will be allowed to open a 
saioon at No. 243 Aliso street.

THAT BRICK CONTRACT. 
ENGINEER MAKES REPORT. 
City Engineer Stafford made his re- 
port to the Council in regard to the 
failure of the Independent Brick Com- 
pany to furnish brick for the building 
of the outfall and storm sewers accord- 
ing to the terms of its contract with 

the city. 

The City Engineer states that on 
July 19 he sent a letter to the company 
asking for 485,000 brick. On the 26th 
of the same month he notified the con- 
cern that 107,000 brick in addition to 
those already ordered were needed. 
On August 27th the brickmakers were 
notified to make arrangements to de- 
liver to the city. commencing on Sep- 
tember 1, brick at the rate of 1,000,000 
a month, according to the terms of the 
contract. 

He also incorporated into his report a 
copy of the letter received from Stans- 
bury & Powell, the contractors § for 
building the outfall sewer, in which 
the contractors declared that unless the 
brick ‘is furnished promptly for section 
No. 2. that they would suffer great 
monetary loss for which they would 
hold the city responsible. 

On September 6 Stafford again wrote 
the brick contractdrs, calling their at- 
tention to the previous communications, 
and stating that the city will need 
1,000,000 brick for the present month 
for the construction of sewers. 

“Up to date I have received no brick 
that are of the quality specified in the 
contract, and the indications are not 
very promising for the very near fu- 
ture of receiving any from the plant of 
the Independent Brick Company at Jn-

glewood.” 
Mr. Stafford then states that the 
company has burned three kiins of 


brick at their new plant, and that two 
of the kilns have been opened, and the 
city has been unable to obtain any 
sewer brick. The third kiln is now 
cooling, and the result of this burning 
can only be determined at that time. 

“I am of the opinion,” says Stafford, 
“that the company cannot fulfill the 
terms of their contract with their pres- 
ent’ facilities.” 

Two contracts for the construction of 


storm sewers in this city have been let 
requiring in all about 600.000 brick. In 
each of these cases the City Engineer 
deciares that it is imperative that the 
bricks be secured at once. In these

In closing his communication the City 
Engineer calis the attention of the 
Council to the provision of the contract 
which «ives the city power to buy the 
brick needed in the open market in case 
the -ompany is unable to furnish them. 

Councilman Skilling moved that the 
city advertise for 1,000,000 bricks. 

Oscar Lawler, one of the members of 
the brick company, objected to the mo- 
tion. on the ground that 1,000,000 brick 
were not heeded at the present time. 
that only 225,000 brick 
wer now needed in the tunne! section 
of the outfall system, and that 115,000 
brick would be ample for the storm 
draing, 

It was finally decided not to take any 
action at last night's session, but to 
bring the whole question up at a spe- 
clal meeting today. 

Lawler says that in addition to the 
questions presented there are certain 
legal matters in connection with the 
contract which he desires to discuss. 


Civil Service Meeting. 

The Civil Service Commission met 
yesterday afternoon. E. M. Sheffield, 
who took the examination for patrol- 
man and was placed on the eligibie 
list, Was suspended from the list pend- 
ing an investigation by the commis- 
sion concerning his age, of which there 
appears to be doubt. He seems to have 
made several conflicting statements at 
different times, on this point. In his 
affidavit he claims to be 29 years old. 
He was called before the commission 
and questioned yesterday. After dis- 
posing of the would-be patrolman for 
the time being, the commission went 
into executive session, and its secre- 
tary stated that nothing of public in- 
terest was transacted.

WOOD, ADJUDGED INSANE, 
SENT TO PATTON. 


Schuetzen Park Rioter Gets Jail 
Sentence—Divorce Not so Easy; 
Two Defective Casts Thrown Out 
of Court—Trial Jurors Named in 
Two Departments. 


- 5. O. Wood, who announced himeelf 
as a’civil, mining and mechanical engi- 
neer Was ordered committed to Patton 


by Judge Wilbur yesterday. He is an 
old and well-known resident of the 
city and in February 1892 was as&- 


sauited by Billy Manning, the retired 
pugilist. For his assault upon Mr. 
Woods Manning had to serve in the 
State's prison for two years. 

Since thai time Mr. Woods has suf- 

fered from a nervous affection of the 
right side of his face, but whether his 
present instability of mind can be 
traced to the same origin did not, de- 
velop yesterday. Last week he de 
complaint to the police that his wife 
and Dr. Cochran had conspired to pois- 
orn him and he wanted a warrant ia- 
sued for his wife's arrest. It was that 
charge that led to his arrest, and the 
investigation that took place before the 
lunacy commission. Mr. Woods wags 
ae to talk about anything but 
that. . 
He did not speak connectedly but in 
an involved manner, sidetracking to 
collateral matters having little if any 
réiation to the serious charge he was 
seeking to make. 

Mr. Wood rambled on without giying 
any substantial basis for his belief. The 
prescription given by Dr. Cochran 
was produced and was m-oftely for some 
bromide of sodium to quiet the nerves 
of the patient. 

Attorney Sheldon Borden gave an- 
other instance of Mr. Wood's malady. 
He said that he received a telegram 
asking him to come at once to San 
Diego 6n a matter of Urgent import- 
ance. Having known Mr. Wood the 
attorney answered the wire that he 
would leave the followlug morning, and 
upon arriving at San Diego Wood and 
Mr. Bole, the local agent of B. F. Che- 
ney, the Boston millionaire who has 
heavy interests at San Diego, met him 
in an automobile. Wood explained 
that he was takin& over the interests 
of Mr. Cheney and wanted to retain 
Mr. Borden as his legal adviser. He 
said that it would take $1,000,000 to 
ewing the deal but that he knew where 
he could get the money. Aside Mr. 
Bole told the attorney that Wood was 
trying to get him to sign papers on the 
strength of a check for $500. A little 
later Mr. Fishburn, of the San Diezo 
bank, sought Mr. Borden and wanted 
to know if Wood was good for a check 
of $500 as he had paid the check in on 
account of an automobile that he had 
purchased. Borden said that he didn't 
know, and let it go at that. 

When Bole finally stated that he 
could not do Sus ness unless there waa 
a deposit of $25,000 Wood was induced 
to return to Los Angeles, but he was 
without maney. Mr. Borden had left 
hurriedly and was not too well sup- 
Dlied but he gave Wood enough for his 
ticket. Instead of purchasing a ticket 


‘he went up town and purchased a little 


hand bag and came sack to the train 
without any money to pay his way. 

Mr. Borden advised Mra. Wood to 
consult a physician, and it was then 
that Dr. Cochran prea ne the seda- 
tive which aroused the suspfcion of Mr. 
Wood. Despite the absurdity of some 
of his ideas Mr. Wood spoke with ap- 
parent good sense along certain lines, 
but his idea that he can command 
large backing in the enterprises upon 
which he wishes to embark was not to 
be shaken. 

When Judge Wilbur informed him 
that it would be better if he were 
treated in the quiet of the hospital! Mr. 
Wood made no demur, :it accepted ihe 
situation without criticism. 


DIVORCE NOT SO EASY. 
TWO CASES THROWN OUT. 
Because of weaknesses in the show- 
ings made two cases of applications ‘or 
divorce were thrown out of the Supe- 

rior Court yesterday. 

Before Judge York Oscar La Forrest 
was seeking a divorce from Ora\lLa 
Forrest. He is an engineer with .the 
Santa Fé, and discovered that his wife 
loved another, named Eugene Koons.

In Judge Conrey’s court Mrs. Sarah 
Handley was desirous of ebtaining a 
divorce from J. Handley on the ground 
of desertion. It appeared that she 
married Handley in Arkansas in 1889, 
and that in July, 1902, when they were 
living in Kansas, he left her to go to 
Mexico. For two or three months she 
received letters from her husband, but 
since then had heard nothing from. hirn. 
Asked by the court, Mrs. Handley said 
her husband had been kind fo her. 

Then Judge Conrey tried to find out 
at just what time Mrs. Handley had 
made up her mind to become a resident 
of this State, for an «pplicant for di- 
vorce has to be a resident of te State 
for one year prior to the date of the 
divorce application. Mrs. Handley said 
that she arrived here in December, 1992, 
and that in the fall of 1903 she gave up 
hope of hearing from her husband, and 
determined to continue living here us 
a permanent resident. 

That let Mrs. Handley drop gently 


out of court for want of residence. 
But Attorney Holcomb said that he 
didn't understand Mrs. Handley to 


mean just what she said, and he called 
her married daughter to the witness 
stand. She-went more into detail, and 
specifically showed that her mother, ai- 
though a resident here since Decem- 
ber, 1902, had made up her mind to re- 
main here only in the latter part of 
last year. 

There was a touch of humor in the 
situation for the witness did not see the 
drift of the matter any more than ‘er 
mother had dene, and was so circum- 
stantial In what she said that not a 
loophole was left for the attorney to 
enter a further protest.

LD-AGE PENSIONS. 

The Democratic managers have 
opened their “personal campaign” 
against the President. Report No. 1 
of the “Parker Constitution Club of 
New York City” attempts to support 
the charge that the executive order 
recently issued by Pension Commis- 
sioner Ware is unconstitutional. The 
report is put forth as “the first of a 
series dwelling on specific acts of 
President Roosevelt, out of which has 
grown the accusation against him of 
unconstitutional conduct.” The or- 
der in question, which was issued on 
March 15 of the current year, was as 
follows: 

Department of the Interior, Bureau of’ 
Pensions, March 15, 1904. 
Order No, 78. 
Whereas, the act of June 27, 1890, 
as amended, provides that a claimant 


On January 29, 1887, Congress bad 
enacted ai similar law relating to 
pensioners of the Mexican War, and 
providing in effect that every officer 
and enlisted man of that war should 
be entitled to a pension after aaving 
arrived at the age of sixty-two years. 
This law was enacted thirty-nine 
years after the«close of the Mexican 
War. President Roosevelt's order, 
above quoted, went into effect thirty- 
nine years after the close of the Civil 
War. If it was desirable and right 
to place the veterans of the Mexican 
War upon the pension rolls at the 
age of sixty-two, regardless of other 
infirmities than those due to old age, 
how could it be regarded as un- 
desirable and wrong to place the vet- 
erans of the Civil War upon a like 
basis? 


But we are told in Report No. 1 of 
the “Parker Constitution . Club of 
New York” that the President violare! 
the law above quvied as well as the 
Constitution in issuing the pension 
order under discussion. A careful 
reading of the section quoted, which 
is the vital portion, will not bear out

In the adjudication of pension 
claims under said act of June 27, 1890, 
as amended, it shall be taken and con- 
sidered as an evidential fact, if the 
contrary does not appear, and if all 
other legal requirements are properly 
met, that when a claimant has passed 
the age of sixty-two years he is dis- 

abled one-half in ability to perform 
manual labor, and is entitled to be 
rated at six dollars per month; after 
sixty-fiVe years at eight dollars per 
month; after sixty-eight years at ten 
dollars per month; and after seventy 
years at twelve dollars per month. 

(2.) Allowances at higher rate, 
not exceeding twelve dollars per 
month, will continue to be made as 
heretofore, where disabilities other 
than age show a con.lition of inability 
te perform manual labor. 

(3.) This order shall take effect 
April 13, 1904, and shall not be deened 
retroactive. The former rules of the 
office, fixing the minimum ani makxi- 
mum gt sixty-fiVe and seventy-five

As 
Commissioner Ware well, says, “old 
age is an infirmity, the avérage na- 
ture and extent of which the experi- 
ence of the Pension Bureau has estab- 
lished with reasonable egrtainty.” 
Unquestionably, in considering the ag- 
gregate of infirmities, the infirmities 
due to Increasing years ought not to 
be eliminated. 


It is contended by the “Parker Con- 
stitution Club of New York” that “at 
sixty-two a@ man may be, and usually 
is, able to perform manual labor; at 
seventy-five he is not.” Both state- 
ments need qualification. A man at 
sixty-two is able to perform manual 
labor, but he is not able to perform 
as much manual! labor as he is at 
twenty-five or thirty. A man at sey. 
enty-five is not, in normal cases, en- 
tirely unable to perform manual la- 
bor; but his disability is such that it 
ought to entitle him to a pension of 
at least $12 per month if he has given 
the best years of his life to the serv- 
ice of his country. These facts were 
fully recognized in the President’s 
order, to which our esteemed oppo- 
nents take exceptions. “When a 
claimant hag passed the age of sixty- 
two years, he is disabled one-half in 
ability to perform manual labor, and 
is entitled to be rated at six dollars 
per month; after sixty-five years at 
eight dollars per month; after sixty- 
eight years at ten dollars per month;

000 or $15,000,000. The United States 
is able to pay its heroes of the great 
war such pensions as they are fairly 
entitled to, to make their old age as 
comfortable as possible, and the peo- 
ple will see that they are thus paid. 
In his letter of acceptance the Pres- 
ident places his critics on this sub- 
ject in a rather embarrassing dilemma, 
and sardonically asks them which 
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heartily approve it. 


“It is easy,” says the President, “to 
test our opponents’ sincerity in this 
matter. The order in question is rev- 
ocable at the pleasure of the Execu- 
live. If our opponents come into 
power, they can revoke this order 
and announce that they will treat the 
veterans of sixty-two to seventy as 
presumably in full bodily vigor anda 
not entitled to pensions. Will thsy 
now authoritatively state that they 
intend to do this? If so, we accept 
the issue. If not, then we have the 
right to ask why they raise an issue 
which, when raised, they do not ven- 
ture to meet?”

AN THIS BE TRUE? 

When Col. John Sobieski returns 
to Los Angeles he will doubiless find 
himself called upon to offer some ex- 
planations. The doughty Prohibi- 
tion orator has been in Portland, Or., 
lately, and in one of his speeches 
there he is quoted by the Oregonian 
as making the following startling 
statement to the Portlanders: 

“Your city is not considered exactly 
saintly, but your clergy and citizens 
are allowed more liberty in express- 
ing their opinions in the churches 
than they are in my town of Los An- 
geles, where every one is an angel. 
There we are always taken aside be- 
fore we go on the platform and given 
certain pointers as to what to say 
or what not to say.” 

Now here is something that might 
well take one’s breath away. Col. 
John Sobieski is a prominent man in 
this town, he bears a King’s name 
and the nature of his work is such 
as to have kept him in close touch 
with churches and churchmen, the 
clergy and the public generally. He 
ought to know his ground when he 
speaks of almost anything concern- 
ing Los Angeles. But, does he? And 
if he does, is what he says true? If 
it is not true, why did he say it? And 
if it is true, why should it be true? 
Why should clergymen and citizens 
be muzzled in Los Angeles any more 
than in Portland or anywhere else? 
By the great horn spoon, it sets the 
blood boiling in an Angelefio's veins 
to have flung'in his teeth @uch an ac- 
cusation as Sobieski makes, though 
he be the descendant of a hundred 
kings. 

If this silver-tongued orator had 
charged that newspapers here were 
also in the category of muzzled cler- 
gymen and citizens, and especially if 
this particular newspaper were ,so 
classed, we would endeavor, in our 
humble way, to take a fall out of the 
colonel. But he does not include the 
press in his statements, sweeping 
though they are. Therefore, it is a 
matter entirely for the clergy and citi- 
zens to consider and they should be 
heard from on the subject. Col, 
Sobieski should be called upon to par- 
tieularize. Who are these clergymen 
and citizens who are not allowed “full 
liberty in expressing their opinions?” 
Ani who is it that “takes them aside 
and gives them certain pointers” be- 
fore they go upon the platform to 
speak? Let Sobieski name _ these 
people seriatim. It won't do for him 
to generalize so loosely. He must 
get down to details, for it is a very se- 
rious thing, Indeed. 

Col. Sobieski is a temperance orator 
—a dyed-in-the-wool Prohibitionist— 
therefore. it must be taken for granted 
that he was in his sober senses when 
he delivered this speech in Portland. 
He cannot be excused on the ground 
that he was not responsible for what 
he said. This consideration makes 
matters all the worse, and the more 
thought one gives it, the more it. ap- 
pears certain that we have been 
placed in a very bad light before the 
people of Oregon. In fact, it hurts 
us unusually because never before 
was an Angelefio known to speak ill 
of his city and her people in the 
land of the stranger. Stand up, Col. 
Sobieski, and explain! 


HAT HAVE WE HERE? 

It was learned yesterday that 
the new ‘Councilman from the Sixth 
Ward, now knowfl as Arthur D2. 
Houghton, formerly “Arthur Howton” 
and “Prof. Arthur,” was naturalized 
under the name of “Arthur Howton” 
in Chicago, March 21, 1892. 

Accordingly, the City Councll!, at 
its session last night, canvassed the 
vote and declared Arthur D. Hough- 
ton duly elected and entitled to take 
his seat in the Council. 

All of which constitutes a bitter hu- 
miliation for the proud city of Los 
Anzeles. 

We have, at least, acquired eomd 
distinction—yes, even to the extent of 
notoriety—in virtue of this “recall” 
movement, by seating as a Connecll- 
man an Englishman naturalized under 
the name of Arthur Howton, a hyp 
notist by profession at the time; whe 
later masqueraded in Denver under 
the name of “Prof. Arthur,” and we 
now holds public office under the 
name of Arthur D. Houghton.

INAL DECREE 
IN FRUIT CASE. 


RAILROADS ARE ENJOINED FROM 
FURTHER DISOBEDIENCE. 
May no Longer Defy interstate 
Commerce Commission by Defraud- 
ing Citrus-growers of the Routing 
Privilege—Stay is Granted Pend- 

ing Appeal. 


Defiant companies, who, 
when haled into court to ans@er for 
their refusal to obey the Interstate 
Commerce Commission's instruction to 
restore to Southern California citrus- 
growers the right to route their own 
fruits, set up the fancy defense that 
their disobedience was to prevent car- 
line agents from stealing rebates out 
of the potkets of the growers, received 
a “settl ' at the hands of Judge 
Wellborn in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday. 

This came in the form of a final de- 
cree making it mandatory on the 
Southern Pacific, Santa Fé and con- 
necting railroads to restore to shippers 
the privileges of saying by what routes 
their fruits shall be hauled to market. 

As pointed out by The Times this is 
the most important as well as the lat- 
est, victory for fruit interests in the 
long and stubbornly waged battie be- 
tween the growers and the rallroads— 
a battle in which the former huve 
fought for life and the latter for loot. 

With the coming into operation of the 
Interstate Commerce Act it became no 
longer lawful for transportation com- 
panies to pool their interests for the 
suppression of competition through the 
maintaining of a common schedule of 
freight tariffs, or to arrogate to them- 
selves the right to say by what route 
or routes shipments of citrus fruits 
should be transported over their lines 
and connecting lines to points of des- 
tination; and no longer lawful “for 
operators of ref rator cars (com- 
monly called car-line companies) to 
collect rebates on citrus shipments. 

The Southern California citrus- 
growers complained to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission (which is 
a quasi court created 
Interstate Commerce Act) 
pooling and routing clauses 
being flagrantly, openly and in- 
sitently ignored and violated by 
the Soathern Pacific, the Santa Fé and 
connecting railroads. A lengthy trial 
was ‘held and the commission upheld 
the growers’ complaint, ordered trans- 
portation companies to restore the 
routing privilege, and adjudged that 
they should be fined $600 for each and 
every day of violation. 

The instructions of the commission 
were utterly ignored by the ratiroads. 

The| commission then brought. action 
in thé United States Circuit Court to 
compel obedience. . It is this action 
that is now terminated by the final de- 
cree of Judge Wellborn making it/man- 
datory on the railroads to obey the In- 
terstate Commerce law. 

THE COURT'S DECREE. 
After reviewing the cause of action 
the decree proceeds as follows: 

“In guaranteeing the through rate 
named herein, the absolute and un- 
qualified right of routing beyond its/ 
own terminal is reserved to initial 
carrter giving the guaranty. 

“That said agreement and tariff are 
now in force and observed by 61 of the 
parties thereto, and that the said rout- 
ing is so agreed upon and embodied in 
said tariff f an agreement and com- 
bination for the pooling of freights of 
different. and competing rallroads and 
violative of section 6 of the Commerce 
Act mentioned tn said bill of com- 
plaint, and that the order of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission attached 
to and made a part of said b of 
complaint and herein set forth/ is a 
lawful order, and that defendants 
have ever since its issuance violated 
and disobeyed the same in all of its 
requirements. 

“This case being at issue upon com- 
plaint and arswers on file, and having 
been duly heard and sgubimhitted by the 
parties, and the commission having. 
after due investigation, made and filed 
a report and opinion herein containing 
ite findings of fact and conclusions 
thereon, which said report and opinion 
is hereby referred to and made a part 
of this order: It ts ordered and ad- 
judged that the defendants, the South- 
ern Pacific Company, the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany, the Sante Fe Pactfic Rallway 
Company and the Southern California 
Railway Company, be, and they sev- 
erally are, hereby notified and re- 
quired wholly to cease and desist, from 
and after the twentieth day of\June. 
190°, from maintaining or enforcing a 
rule or reguiation whereby shippers 
of oranges, lemons or other citru 

fruits from points In Southern Calld 
fornia to points on and east of the 
Miseour!t River and other eastern des- 


great wheat valleys, while the gaunt 


tinations are denied the right of 
designation for the transportation of 
of their sald property and having such 
property transported over any of the 
defendants’ established and published 
joint or continuous lines or routes be- 
tween and of the aforesaid points of 
shipping and destination at the pub- 
lished schedule rate or charge applying 
over such route or line. 
RATES OPEN TO PUBLIC. 

“It is further ordered and adjudged 
fhat said defendants be, and they 
severally are hereby notified and re- 
quired wholly to cease and desist, from 
and after the twentieth day of June, 
1902, from falling and refusing as 
Initial cariers, to keep open for the use 
of the public their published rate or 
charge for the transportation of 
oranges, lemons or other citrus fruits 
from points in Southern California to 


‘points on and East of the Missouri 


River for and during all of the time 
such rate or charge: may be lawfully 
in force, over each and every of the 
established routes upon which the said 
rate of charge Is In their published 
joint schedules or tariffs stated to ap- 
ply, and from further continuing their 
present practice. whereby the applica- 
tion of such published rate or charge 
over any of such published established 
routes when specified by a shipper for 
the transportation of his property is 
allowed to or withheld from such ship- 
per and the property shipped by him 
as they, the sald defendants, or either 
of them, may determine.” 
STAY 18 ALLOWED. 

The decree concludes: “Now, there- 
fore, it is ordered, adjudged and de- 
creed that the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa

Fe Railway ‘Company, the Santa Fe 
Pacific Railway Company 4nd _ the 
Southern California Railway Com- 
pany, and their officers, agents, 
ployes and servants be, and they her

Attorney E. E. Milliken of the Santa 
Fe objected to the entering of a de- 
cree on the ground that Judge Well- 
born is without jurisdiction on au- 
thority to enter a decree in the case 
based on the provisions of an act of 
Congress of February ll, The 
objection was overruled and the decree 
ordered entered.
